wrote to Ifeehrine, where his letter is now 
on tie, that with the foroe at his eoamand 
he might be able to hold his camp, but be 
would not be able to guard all the stores 
sad save the town, unloos he hod re-enforce- 
meats. But re-enforeemenis were not sent. 

The sitisens pf the place knew at what 
that tbs guerraios were to enter tbs town, 
end wore prepared to receive them, and 
giro them all poeeible assistance. The 
samp of the ipventy-^sf t woe abent half a 
mile from (bsTrTer,'had ffs all the water the 
sotdisrs had srns honied from the river, 
there was not over one day’s supply on 
hand. Colonel M. had guards over the 
telegraph line, over the stores left at the 
landing by the lost boat, ever the Quarter- 
master’s stores and tbe sUbles— calling for 
about 60 men, leaving not oyer 160 effective 
men in camp. He hod no guns, except one 
little affair, which was of no service. 

This was about the position of affairs 
when the guerrillas mode their appearance. 
They drat captured the river guards, then 
the guards over the stores. Some 50 or 100 
of the eititens joined them. Col. Mason

B^.It seemfl that frse d oa s af opfloili, 
which KnfloDd has dociorad antiralj loti 
ia ihia country, is not what it oofht to be 
wTen there. U«w uftea we have boen 
taunted and jeered at becanoe, in tha midat 
of a gigantic war, if has been thought noe- 
eoaorj tc arrest men n ha odTooatad a diff- 
ooliMioa of the Uai«n. But exan ia this 
case there has been required some saspicion 
that the speech would result in some overt 
act oa the part of the indiviiiaal, or eaose 
it in others. Even under all circuinatanoaa, 
sad is the pressing neoesoitiaa of the ooso, 
the action has been very unpopular and 
BDoch condemned hy loyal men. It de- 
aervos condemnation. Nothing but the 
prooslng emergency, making it a matter of 
life sad death with the nation, would Jao- 
tify it. Such a couise must be aboelutely 
indispensable, to preserve the lives and 
liberties of ns all in the future, before it con 
be approved, because, in the right of free 
speech to one individual, is involved the 
right of free speech to all. 

In this country, too, any restriction upon 
the freedom of speech seems more unnatural, 
since here it has been carried to the utter- 
most verge of licentionsness. Nothing has 
restrained men but the fear of personal 
chastisement. .4s to opinions, they might 
advocate anything, however absurd or trea- 
sonable, and the Government would never 
notice it. For thirty years and more this priv- 
ilege has been used, and men have been allow- 
ed openly to plan and odvocou, in letters, 
•peecbes and the like, the dissolution of the 
Union, and have not only gone unpunished, 
but have actually got places in theOovera- 
meat by advocating the propriety of de- 
stroying it. 

That this was carrying the cose rather 
far, ns one now denies, and there it a gen- 
eral wish, that when the movement proved 
to be in earnest, that its leaders had been 
arrested. 

This, however, would have been for direct 
conspiracy, calculated to be os successful 
08 well and skillfully plannod. and not

Dressed and 
I painted in savage style, he arrived at the 
upper agency at night. The place was lit- 
erally a habitation of death. 

He visited all the houses snd saw one of 
the former occupants lying dead; some on 
dOor-stepa, some inside, others scattered in 
tho yards. He went to tbe house of Hon. 
J. R. Brown, and tecognized every mem- 
ber of the family, eigtheen in all, murdered. 

He visited Beaver Creek, and found fifty 
families killed. He went to every kouse, 
and recognized tbe bodies of nearly all the 
former inhabitants. Among the reoognizid 
St tbe n;^enry were — N. Givens snd family, 
Mr. ti.ai.i.reaih and childrss. Dr. Wakefield 
and ranuly, John Tidden’s family, John Ed- 
ward Msyber and two Missionaries, Rev. 
Dr. Williamson, and Rev. Dr. Riggs. 

Ex-Qovemor Sibley, now marching to the 
relief of Fort Ridgely, reports the Sioox 
bands united in carrying out a concerted 
and desperate scheme, and says he will 
Only be too happy to find the powerful up- 
per bands of Yankton and other Indians 
bare not united with them.

Chicauo, August 

The St. Paul Pioneer, of the 20th, says it 
is thought the Indians were induced to 
commit the outrages by the Indiana from 
Missouri and secession traders from that 
State. That, when Major Galbraith left the 
agency, on Friday, everything was quiet. 
The Indians had received their annuity 
goods and had all disappeared apparently 
satisfied with the Major’s promise to send for 
them as soon as the money arrived to pay 
the annuities. The first attack was made 
on the house of Mr. Baker, on .Sunday last, 
near the town of Aoton, thirty-three miles 
from Forest City, killing three men and 
one wounded. 

On Monday morning, an attack was made 
on Redwood. At the time the messenger 
left there, six persons had been killed. After 
crossing the river he saw the Indians fir- 
ing into traders’ stores and other buildings. 
He estimated the number of Indians en- 
gaged in firing at 150. 

It is stated messengers had arrived at 
Fort Ripley with money to pay off the In- 
dians. The St. Paul Press of the 21st says 
several loads of psnic-stricket people from 
Carver and Sibley counties arrived in town 
last evening, principally women and ohild- 
ren. They are greatly excited, and give exag- 
gerated accounts of a number of Indians 
marching on Carver and Shaska counties; 
they also say St. Peter, Henderson and 
Glencoe have been burned. 

A private letter, received in this city 
to day, from Saint Paul on the 20th, 
says it seems to be the general opinion of 
the best informed of our citizens that the 
Indian troubles originated with the cursed 
secessionists of Missouri. Major Gailbrrith, 
one of the Indiau agents, says there are 
now in arms 10,00U Sioux, besides other 
tribes from Northern Missouri. 

Niw Yoek, Aug. 23. 

The post says a letter received in this 
city to-day state that a considerable part 
of the army which still remained in West- 
ern Virginia would arrive to-day under 
Gen. Cox. 

It is also rumored that Western troops 
are pouring into Virginia by way ef Harp- 
er’s Ferry. The 111th New York, 35lh 
.Massachusetts and 18th Connecticut passed 
through to-day for Washington.

We are being daily attacked — almost every 
hour, and unless assistance is rendered, 
we cannot hold out much longer. Our lit- 
tle band is becoming exhausted and deci- 
mated. We bad hoped to be reinforced to- 
day, but as yet can hear of none coming. 
T. 0. Shehan, company C, 6 th regiment of 
Minnesota volunteers. Is commanding the 
post. Gov. Sibley cannot reach there with 
1200 troops ’till to-morrow, when a day of 
reckoning for the Indians will be at hand. 

New Yokk, August 23.

New Yore, August 23. 

.After alluding to (he sufferings of the 
people and tho gallantry of the troops, Jett’. 
Davis, in his message, says: 

“The vast army which threatened the 
Capital of the Coufedoracy, has heen defeat- 
ed and driven from the linos of investment, 
and the enemy, repeatedly foiled in his 
efforts for its capture, is now se(:king to 
raise new armies, on a scale such us modern 
history does not record, to effect that sub- 
jugation of the South so often pr()claimed 
as on the eve of accomplishment." 

Davis then charges the United States 
with rapine, wanton destruction of private 
property, murder of captives, Ac.; speaks of 
the condscation bill us atrocious. While 
the monied obligations of the Confederate 
Government are forged by citizens of the 
United Statc.s, and at least two Generals of 
the United States are engaged in exciting 
servile insurrection, another has been found 
of instincts so brutal as to invite the violence 
of his soldiers against the women of a cap- 
tured city. He mentions Gen. Butler sub- 
sequently. Davis then says: 

“To inquiries made of the commander-in- 
chief of the armies of the United States, 
whether (he atrocious conduct of some of 
their military coiniuandauts meet the sanc- 
liou of that Government, an answer had 
been evaded on tho pretext that the inquiry 
was insulting, and no method remains for 
the suppression of these enormities but 
such retributive justice as it may be found 
possible to execute. Retaliation in kind 
for many of them is impr.icticable, and 1 
have had occasion to remark, in a former 
message, that under no excess of provoca- i 
tiou could our noble-hearted defenders he 
driven to wreak vengeance on unarmed 
men or on women and children. 

“But stern and exemplary punishment 
can and must be meted out to these mur- 
derers aud felons, who, disgracing the pro- 
fession of arms, seek to make of public — 
the occaaion for the commission of the 
most monsirons crimes. iNteply a.s we re- 
gret the character of the contest into which 
we are about to be forced, we must accept 
it as an alternative which recent manifes- 
tations give us little hope can be avoided. 
The exasperation of failure lias aroused the 
worsrtp.issions of our enemies, and a large 
portion of their people — even of their cler- 
gymen — is now engaged in urging an ex- 
cited populace to the extreme of ferocity; 
and our aims must be to vindicate our rights 
and maintain our existence by employing 
against our foe every energy and every re- 
source at our disposal. ' 

Mr. Davis rccommend.s further legisla- 
tion to make the conscription universal; 
slso the issue of additional treasury notes; 
also some legislation for controlling mili- 
tary transportation. Ho says the very 
large increase of forces, recently called into 
(he field, by the President of the United 
States, may render it necessary, hereafter, 
to extend the provisions of the oonsertpi 
law so as to embrace persons between the 
ages of 36 and 46 years. 

The vigor and efficiency of our present 
force and their condition, and the skill and 
ability which distinguishes their leaders, 
inspires the belief that no further enroll- 
ment will be necessary; but a wise fore- 
sight requires that if a necessity should be 
suddenly developed during the recess of 
Congress, requiring an increased force for 
our defense, means should exist for calling 
such force into the field without awaiting 
the rc-assembling of the legislative depart- 
ment of the Government. 

The rest of the message is unimportant. 

In the rebel House of Representatives, 
Foote, of Tenn., offered a bill for retaliatory 
purposes, it recites that the enemy refuse 
to treat our partisan sold ers as prisoners, 
and have also punished innocent private 
citizens for their acts. It provides that 
an officer who may liave ordered such atro- 
cities be put to detth if captured. An 
equal number of prisoners, officers to be 
preferred, taken from the enemy, to suffer 
the fate inflicted on our captured soldiers 
or citizens. Also a bill to punish negroes 
in arms. It provides that Federal armies, 
incongruously composed of whites and 
blacks, shall not be held to the privileges 
of war or to be taken prisoners. Of such as 
may be captured, the negroes shall be re- 
turned to their masters or sold publicly 
and their commanders publicly hung or 
shot as may be most convenient. 

He also offered a hill to retaliate for the 
seizure of citizens by (he enemy. It pro- 
vides tliat of the prisoners held by us, a 
number equal to that of the citizens seixed, 
shall be held as hostages for their safety 
and subjected to like treatment. Any offi- 
cer, civil or military, coneerued in their 
seizure shall be imprisoned during the 
war. 

All the bills were referred to the Military 
t’ommittee.

Dear 8 ib: I have just read yours of ihe 
19lh inst., addreased to myself through the 
New Yurk Tribune. If there be in it any 
statements or aasumption of fact which I 
may know to be ertoneous, I do now and 
here controvert them. If there be any in- 
ferences which 1 may believe to be falsely 
drawn, I do not now and here argue against 
them. If there be perceptible in it an im- 
patient and dictatorial tone, I wave it, in 
deference to an old friend whose heart I 
have always supposed to be right. 

As to the policy I seem to be pursuing, 
as you say, I have not meant to leave any 
one in doubt. I wouN save the Union — I 
would save it in the shortest way under the 
Constitution. The sooner the national 
authority can be restored, the nearer the 
Union will he the Uniou as it was. 

If there be those who would not save the 
Union unless they (muld at the same time 
save slavery, I do not agree with them. If 
there be those who would not save Ihe 
Uniou unless they could at the same time 
destroy slavery, 1 do not agree with them. 
My paramount object is to save the U niun, 
and not either save or destroy slavery. If 
I oonld save the Union without freeing any 
slaves, I would do so, and if I could save it 
by freeing all the slaves, I would do it; and 
if I could save it by freeing some, and 
leaving others alone, 1 would also do that. 

What I do about slavery and the colored 
race 1 do because I believe it helps to save 
this Uni}n, and what I forbear I forbear 
because 1 do not believe it would help to 
save the Union. 1 shall do less whenever 
I shall believe what I am doing burls the 
cause, and 1 shall do more whenever I be- 
lieve doing more will help the cause. I
